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Lights installed 
atop HPE building

Student petitions for lighting 
in the HPE parking Jots resulted 
in the installation of mercury 
vapor lamps on top of the HPE 
building this week. 

John O'Connor, former presi¬ 
dent of the LSUS Health and 
Physical Education Club, 
presented the petition to 
Chancellor Grady Bogue on Jan. 
19. During a meeting with Bogue 
on Feb. % Bogue promised a 
response to the petition within a 
week, pending a presentation by 
Fabis Thomas, vice chancellor of 
administration, to a Baton Rouge 
review board. 

On Feb. 12, Bogue told O'Con¬ 
nor in a letter '‘...Thornas is ar 
ranging for the installation of 
large flood lights on top of the 
HPE building/* 

"This is the best option we 
have for the money at present/' 
Bogue wrote. 

But Thomas said she didn't 
make a presentation to the 
review board because the lack of 
fighting Is not an emergency 
situation. 

"We have been concerned 
about this situation for quite 
some time," Thomas said. "We 
had hoped to get money from the 
state in our capital outlay budget, 


but we didn't get it. This is our on¬ 
ly option {lights on the building); 
we're hoping that this will work." 

According to Burt Farrar, 
director of the Physical plant, $ 
and H Electric, a contracting 
firm in Bossier that LSUS has 
contracted for general 
maintenance, will install the 
lights for $690. Thomas said it will 
be paid for from the regular 
operating budget of the physical 
plant. 

jamey Lender, an estimator 
for S and H Electric, said the 
lights should be on the HPE 
building by this past Wednesday. 
He said they will be mo u r ned o n 
steel, so the wind doesn't blow 
them off, and so they can be easi¬ 
ly removed when pole type lights 
are installed In the lot. 

"They'll light up the front end 
of the parking lot," Lender said, 
"but at the back of the lot, there 
won't be any measurable light. 
They weren't designed to shine 
that f ar " 

Bogue, Thomas, Farrar, 
Lender and O'Connor all believe 
that the mercury vapor lamps 
are an interim solution until the 
parking lot is repaved and 
streetlights are installed. That 
protect is in the LSUS* capital 
outlay budget with a $200,000 
price tag.

A live televised debate with 
the candidates from the 4th Con¬ 
gressional District was held 
Tuesday in the LSUS University 
Center theatre. 

The Shreveport Women's 
Commission and the LSUS 
Department of History and 
Political Science sponsored the 
debate, and Channel 12's Dennis 
Bounds served as moderator, The 
forum included a one minute 
opening statement by each can¬ 
didate after which they directed 
questions to each other. 

After the broadcast, the au¬ 
dience was given 30-minutes to 
ask candidates questions. 

Candidates in the 4th Congres¬ 
sional District race include: Bud¬ 
dy Leach, a former congressman 
from Leesvllie who currently 
serves as a state representative; 
Charles Martin, a retired 
businessman from Shreveport; 
Foster Campbell, a state senator 
from Elm Grove; Minden Mayor 


Noel Byars; Lawyer and 
business lobbyist, Jim McCrary 
of Shreveport; Mitchell Marsh, a 
fencing contractor from Minden; 
Shreveport attorney Troy Bain; 
Shreveport attorney Marshall 
Jones; Southern University pro 
fessor, June Phillips; and former 
Shreveport Journal editor, Stan 
Tiner. 

The question-answer period 
was dominated by poll front¬ 
runners Campbell and Tiner. 
Jones, calling his rivals "profes¬ 
sional politicians and political op¬ 
portunists", asked Tiner about 
his opposing stands while editor 
of the Shreveport Journal and 
now, as a congressional can¬ 
didate. Tiner replied that he now 
answers to a different "board of 
directors" — 4th District voters. 

Jones also "welcomed" Jim 
McCrery to the 4th District, 
referring to McCrery's living 
elswhere since 1984. 

Near the debate's end, Mc¬ 
Crery said, "Marshall Jones has 
gotten real good at cutting people 
down, but I don't think he'd be 


any good at cutting our deficit/' 

In his opening remarks Bain 
said, "The family values that l 
learned growing up were paying 
your bills; don't spend what you 
don't have; and stand up on the 
issues. I'm going to stand up on 
the tough issues/' 

Marsh said he's running for 
Congress because "this country 
is not going to last another IS 
years," 

Campbell called for trade 
practices that would make 
American products more com¬ 
petitive overseas. He cited that a 
Chevrolet pickup truck made in 
Shreveport costs $6,500 in 
America and $45,000 in Japan. 

Phillips proposed to reduce 
the nation's deficit by selling 
Louisiana gumbo to Nicaraguan 
Contras. 

In his opening statement, 
Leach expressed concern for the 
condition "of our country and our 
state." "I'm mad about the 
federal bureaucracy misusing 
billions of tax dollars. I'm mad 
tout. on p. 8 
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Tuesday night's debate between 4th Congressional 
District candidates surfaced as a public relations vic¬ 
tory for LSUS. 

The Department of History and Political Science par¬ 
ticipated as a co-sponsor of the debate and once again 
demonstrated that it can indeed become involved in 
history and politics. Dr, Ann McLaurin, chairman of the 
department, skillfully orchestrated the event by 
limiting ticket access to history and political science 
students and other select few. 

By allowing the candidates to ask questions of each 
other, the audiences (both those in the theatre and those 
watching their televisions) were given the opportunity 
to see how the ten candidates reacted to fiery question¬ 
ing. Though KSLA's Dennis Bounds moderated the 
debate, the overall tone was anything but moderate. 
Bounds was forced to call several of the candidates on 
exceeding their time limitations, even though these 
limits were previously known so as to allow for the can¬ 
didates' preparations. 

Mudslinging was not a primary portion of the debate, 
yet a few of the candidates were soiled by comments 
from candidate Marshall Jones. Jones threw out the 
statement, "And there's my friend, Jim McCrery, a 
Baton Rouge lobbyist who has been a Republican for 
about as long as it takes a loaf of bread to get stale." 
Vindictive statements like that were reminiscent of the 
ferocious League of Women Voters' Republican 
presidential debate preceding the New Hampshire 
primary. Sparks like Jones' are harmless as long as a 
raging fire does not result. 

McLaurin and her department deserve commenda¬ 
tion for their successful efforts to increase public 
awareness and participation. Now, make a decision and 
vote on March 8. Incidentally, your future is involved.

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KDAQ format defended 


Dear Editor : 

This «s in response to your 
Feb. 12 opinion piece on KDAQ, 
"Roll over KDAQ/' The piece 
itself was the subiect of hearty 
laughter at KDAQ, but rather 
than responding in kind, the ques 
tron of who we are and why we do 
what we do is an important mat* 
ter that deserves sober treat¬ 
ment. 

While the labels are imprecise 
and the distinction sometimes 
gets blurred, there are generally 
two kinds of radio stations on col¬ 
lege campuses, These are student 
stations, sometimes called col¬ 
lege radio stations, and public 
radio stations. 

Student stations are generally 
low-power and are operated by 
student volunteers who select the 
programming. These stations are 
usually funded through student 
fees, KSCL at Centenary and 
KLSU at L5UBR are examples of 
this type of station, 

KDAQ is a public radio station 
and a very good one at that. We 
have never received a penny of 
student funding; nor, for that 
matter, do we get any operating 
money from LSUS genrai funds, 
KDAQ was constructed with a 
combination of a $200,000 federal 
grant and $300,000 raised from 
private individuals and 
businesses in Shreveport, We also 
operate stations in Alexandria 
and El Dorado, which repeat the 
signal of KDAQ using the 
microwave system located next 
to our studio on the LSUS cam- 
pus. 

KDAQ is programmed by pro¬ 
fessional paid staff, and we pro* 
gram a combination of classical 
music, news and jazz. Separate 


from our other two stations, 
KDAQ alone has a weekly au¬ 
dience of 32,500, which is 6th out 
of 29 public radio stations in 
markets the general size of 
Shreveport in the United States. 
Our budget for 1968 is nearly 
S490,000, and more than $350,000 
of that comes from private gifts. " 

Student stations are fun places 
to work. You get a chance to 
learn something about radio and 
work with other students, KDAQ 
is as different from a student sta¬ 
tion as the Shreveport Journal is 
from the Almagest While we 
make use of students both as in* 
terns and employees, KDAQ is 
not now, nor I assume will it ever 
be a student station. 

While this really answers the 
thrust of your opinion piece, the 
question of whether students 
have a "right" to program KDAQ 
(which they don't) is slightly 
separate from the way we actual¬ 
ly design our program. While our 
programming is not the most 
popular format among "tradi¬ 
tional" 18 to 21-year old students, 
a majority of the commercial sta¬ 
tions in town do program for that 
age group. KTUX, KVKI, K ITT, 
and KTAL provide almost any 
variant of rock music someone 
could want, afid KDKS uses a hip 
urban contemporary format. 
While I don't know this for a fact, 
nearly as many of the traditional 
age LSUS students may listen to 
the country music format of 
either KRAAD or KWKH as to any 
one of the rock stations in town. 
There is simply no need to format 
any more of what the Sports 
Editor of the Almagest prefers. 

Now let's get down. What 
gives the Sports Editor the right 


to speak for the music tastes of 
the students of LSUS? H he'd 
done his homework, he would 
know that the average age of 
LSUS students is in the upper 
20's, It just might be that more 
LSUS students listen to KDAQ 
than he can possibly imagine, 
and the problem is with his ig¬ 
norance. I happen to know 
several LSUS students who enjoy 
KDAQ. 

Though I promised not to get 
as silly as the Sports Editor, I'll 
match my hipness with any stu¬ 
dent on the LSUS campus. 
Besides our news programs, 
which are better than anything 
else on radio or television, and 
besides our classical music pro¬ 
gramming, which is obviously far 
beyond anything the Sports 
Editor can ever hope to begin to 
understand, our jazz program ru¬ 
ing is hipper than Oingo Boingo 
face-blaster-bang-your-head- 
against-the wall cranking will 
ever be, even after the Sports 
Editor grows up. Maybe the pro¬ 
blem is that the Sports Editor 
isn't up past 8 p.m. to hear our 
[azz program at 10 p.m. 

There is a place for student 
radio stations. As I said above, 
they are fun to work at, and they 
can be fun to listen to, as is KSCL. 
If enough students are interested 
in starting a station like KSCL, 
the rest are willing to pay a stu¬ 
dent fee to help pay for it, and the 
LSUS administration approves 
the idea, 1 would be glad to tell 
you what you need to do to get 
started;

1 am writing with reference to 
the demonstration debate which 
was held in the UC theatre during 
the common hour this past Tues¬ 
day. l would like to say that 1 ap¬ 
preciate all the students and 
faculty who demonstrated 
enough interest in the compelling 
issues confronting us all to attend 
and share their ideas. 

l especially want to 
acknowledge the four students 
who gave their Time and ability to 
provide the debate: Angela 

Lewis, Monique Prevest, Jeff 
Bradley, and Kevin Chapman, I 
was responsible for helping to put 
the debate together, and I was the 
one who determined what 
students would represent which 
side of the issue being debated, 
which focused on equal oppor¬ 
tunity for success for al I students 
at LSUS. 


One of the primary reasons for 
the existence of institutions of 
learning such as LSUS is to pro 
vide a forum for expressing and 
testing ideas. As such, we at¬ 
tempt to teach our students, and 
practice ourselves, those con* 
cepts of respect for each other 
and for ideas which are embodied 
in the First Amendment. 

Another important element 
related to our enjoyment of the 
right of free expression is the 
responsibility of listeners to at¬ 
tend to those ideas and test them. 
But it is particularly important 
that listeners hear and attend to 
the ideas before they respond, 
and not shut out the ideas just 
because they may find it contrary 
to their personal opinions. 

The discussion period which 
followed Tuesday's debate pro 
vided an excellent, if unfor¬ 
tunate, example of the damage 


we can do to each other and 
ourselves by not acting as respon¬ 
sible listeners. The lack of 
respect for the person, the lack of 
appreciation for free expression, 
and the failure to listen and res¬ 
pond in the manner which college 
students should be expected 
disturbed me tremendously. 

Perhaps the most meaningful 
thing to come out of this for me 
personally is a recognition that I 
am not doing my job as a teacher 
appropriately and effectively if 
the students who have attended 
my classes have not learned their 
lessons about individual rights, 
responsible communication, and 
the nature of education any bet¬ 
ter than the demonstration we 
had. For this I apologize to my 
students and colleagues.

Finley’s a gardener; 
enjoys isolation

Milton Finley is a hiker. And if 
not for teaching obligations at 
LSUS this summer, he'd be in 
Arizona or Utah or maybe even 
Copper Canyon (north central 
Mexico's topographical twin of 
the Grand Canyon), 

Should his summer teaching 
assignments become routine, he 
may never get to Mexico's Cop 
per Canyon, "In withholding 
funds to the Contras, we've- 
allowed a Soviet beach head on 
The North American continent/' 
F iniey said, " Depending on who's 
elected for president, we may 
very well see a communist Mex¬ 
ico in a few years." 

Finley's favored presidential 
candidate, Pete DuPont, is no 
longer a contender, "I have a 
way of supporting those who 
don't have a chance at winning," 
he said. "He (Pete DuPont) told 
things the way they were, and it's 
difficult to get elected doing 
that." Finley said if the economy 
keeps going well and there are no 
revelations in the press.

Locally, Finley opposes DWI

ridiculous," he said. "But to me,

Finley lives seven miles north 
of Keatchie, Louisiana, at a 
crossroads called Four Forks — 
about two miles from the Texas 
stale line. He enjoys isolation and 
his part-time agrarian life. His 
acre garden produces potatoes, 
pole beans, butter beans, turnip 
greens, mustard greens, and 
several different types of peas. 

His animal collection Includes 
goats, chickens, turkeys, ducks 
and 15 dogs, most of which were 
adopted after being dumped near 
his house. 

Finley, an animal's rights ac¬ 
tivist, said he is against the un 
necessary exploitation of 
animals, including research. 
"The name of the game in animal 
research is big money and fat 
grants — they don't want to look 
at alternatives to it," he said.

New library awaits 
construction funds 
from Legislators

The old TNT Railway Sta¬ 
tion on Market Street is cur¬ 
rently the home of James 
Noel's 1dO,OQO books awaiting a 
new library building on the 
LSUS campus. 

Noel, a Shreveport native 
and a graduate of Centenary 
College, has traveled the world 
and formerly taught Et^gllsh at 
Fair Park High School and 
Centenary. He has devoted his 
lifelo building this collection of 
books centered around ITttl and 
18th century literature, 

"He has been collecting 
scholarly books for the past 50 
years/' said AAalcolm Parker, 
director of thelibrary* 

Getting on in years, Noel, 
"realized that it would be better 
to leave his collection in a place 
where it can be kept and used, 
rather than jitat leaving it/" 
said Parker"He surveyed the 
possibilities In the state and 
concluded that we could make 
the best use of his books here at 
LSUS/' 

According to Dr, Mary Ann 
McBride, dean of the college of 
liberal arts, the collection is 
"particularly ^strong in 
literature and history." 
McBride has seen the collection 
and added: "We would be very, 
very fortunate to have that 
library in Northwest Loui- 
slana." 

LSUS students hacPmuch to 


say about the new library. 

"Would It raise tuition?" 
asked Constance Berkley, ad 
dmg, "what is going to be done 
about parking space?" 

Brett Parra sees the new 
library as a good idea, but is 
concerned that the funding 
should go toward other depart¬ 
ments, 

Amy Frye and Daphne Ciufo 
think that having the added 
resources would be a definite 
advantage. 

As funds are made 
available, a new Noel Memorial 
Library will be built on the nor 
thwesf side of the campus to 
house this large collection of 
books, as well as to provide 
newer facilities and ample 
space for students. 

"We're going to need a new 
building by the time we get it 
built because we'll be too large 
for this building/ 1 said Richard 
tolquette, assistant director of 
the library. 

The architectural plans for 
the new library remain in 
Parker's office pending the 
state Legislature's approval 
The first time the proposal was 
presented "the state declined to 
appropriate the money for the 
library because the money 
wasn't there/' Parker said. 
"But they haven't turned It 
down." 

The proposal will be 
presented again at the regular 
session of the Legislature this 
spring: 


B.B. Craig makes sense

A highly charged topic 
threatened to explode In a debate 
on racism at LSUS. One voice of 
reason stood out; one person re¬ 
tained his rationality. By the end 
of the debate, B.B, Craig was the 
only person making sense. 

Craig, a junior political 
science major at LSUS feels he 
has something to say, but he 
doesn't wnat to be misunderstood 
or classified as something he is 
not, Craig said, "l am not the 
spokesman for blacks on cam¬ 
pus; what l state is my own opi¬ 
nion. Nor am l a historian in any 
sense, but from my observations 
there are a few things that 
deserve attention on this cam¬ 
pus." 

Craig feels that he has 
something important to do in his 
life. Hints of racism at LSUS 
bother Craig, and he feels that a 
change can be made both here 
and on a much larger scale later 
in h is l ife. He said, " I want to be a 
civil rights or a civil liberties at¬ 
torney primarily because I feel 
that racism in America has 
changed its appearance and ap¬ 
proach. it's no longer being ap¬ 
plied by people wearing hoods 
and robes, now it's people in posi¬ 
tions of authority in all walks of 
life." 

Craig feels that the problem 
even exists at LSUS. "Along with 
the enrollment of blacks increas¬ 
ing, so should the acknowledge¬ 
ment of blacks as students," he 
said. He believes that there is a 
need for a black studies program 
on campus. There is only one 
black history course currently 
being taught at LSUS, Craig said, 
"it's difficult to fit your whole 
schedule around one course that 


happens to be an elective/' 

He also feels that the LSUS 
lecture series lacks the presence 
of black speakers. "There hap¬ 
pens to be an abundance of black 
speakers, in particular William 
Gray, who is a prominent politic 
clan. Tm not an extremist, 
however, t don't feel either LSUS 
or the United States is ready for 
someone like Louis Farrakhan, 
but there are black speakers who 
would appeal to everyone, not 
just blacks on this campus," 
Craig added. 

Craig isn't totally obsessed by 
civil rights issues; he does have 
other activities. He said, "I spend 
a lot of time playing tennis, 
because not only is it a great way 
to be physically fit, but it allows 
individual achievement, which is 
something that is important to 
me. Sometimes I tend to be too 
serious and tennis is a relaxer for 
me." 

Overall, Craig considers 
himself a conservative in his 


social life. "1 don't have one of 
those faces that you'll see at all 
the parties. I spend most of my 
time reading things like 
'Gentlemen's Quarterly/ 'Black 
Enterprise' and 'Tennis 
Magazine/" he said. He even 
dresses conservatively, because 
he's not into trends, but rather 
tradition. 

Craig said, "LSUS is a grow¬ 
ing school, but it must be willing 
to change with the differences in 
its student population." With this 
statement, Craig illustrates the 
paradox that he is. His social and 
moral values are traditional, but 
his attitude politically is one of 
the angry young man. 

Although he doesn't feel that 
he Is any great leader, he knows 
that injustices are occurring, and 
he wants to change what he feels 
is wrong. In an age where 
materialism is first, B.B. Craig 
emerges as one of the last 
idealists.
